Abstract 

The present utiUty model provides a brain wave sleeping monitor for 
detecting a user whether entering into a sleeping state or not by testing 
the brain wave of a hnman body, including a pick-up device for picking 
up the sleeping signal and an alarm device characterized in that said pick- 
up means comprises a detector amplifier, a preamplifier, a low-pass filter, 
an amplifier, a comparator and a delay device. If necessary, each 
additional apparatus, such as a cooling device for awaking the human 
body fixjm a sleeping state, a car brake connected with the brake paddle 
of a car and a breaker for stopping a machiae, controlled by said sleeping 
monitor can be selectively instaUed at the output of said delay device.
